1 . DURING CALL ON ASSISTANT SECRETARY HARTMAN, OCTOBER 1, 
SOVIET MFA COLLEGIUM MEMBER AND USA DIVISION CHIEF KORNI- 
YENKO SUGGESTED THAT US AND USSR HOLD BILATERAL DISCUSSION 
IN JANUARY ON SOVIET INITIATIVE TO BAN "NEW TYPES AND NEW 
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SYSTEMS" OF MASS DESTRUCTION WEAPONS (MDW). KORNIYENKO 
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EXPRESSED SATISFACTION WITH PARTICIPATION OF US EXPERTS IN 
AUGUST 6 THROUGH 12 CCD DISCUSSIONS. HE STATED, HOWEVER, 

THAT US-SOVIET DISCUSSION WOULD BE USEFUL BEFORE NEXT 
SESSION OF CCD. KORNIYENKO SUGGESTED THAT WASHINGTON OR 
MOSCOW, OR PERHAPS GENEVA WOULD BE APPROPRIATE LOCATION 
FOR DISCUSSION. 

2. HARTMAN INDICATED THAT WE WOULD REPLY TO THE SOVIET 
SUGGESTION IN DUE COURSE. ROBINSON 
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
